We spent last week in a part of 
Matt, ii, and now we are to have a 
whole year in Matthew’s gospel, with 
one or more lessons in every chapter 
but one. The consummation of the Bi­ 
ble story is the kingdom for which we 
pray 
when 
we say. “Thy 
kingdom 
come, Thy will be done in earth, as in 
heaven.” 
“A 
now 
earth 
wherein 
dwelleth righteousness.” 
Matthew is 
peculiarly tho gospel of the kingdom. 
In chapters i and ii we have the gen­ 
ealogy and the birth of the King, the 
adoration of the men from the east, 
the sojourn in Egypt and the return to 
Nazareth and the massacre of the 
babes at Bethlehem for His sake, the 
first martyrs for Him. 
In Matt, i, I. 
Ile is the son of David, the son of 
Abraham.and therefore in Him all the 
promises to Abraham and to David 
shall be fulfilled, all that was prom­ 
ised them concerning the land and the 
throne at Jerusalem, 
n e will be first 
King of the Jews and then King of all 
nations, King of kings and Lord of 
lords, reigning in righteousness. 
Isa­ 
iah, who foretold so much about the 
kingdom (see ii, 4, ll. 17: ix. 0. 7: xi, 
1-10; xxiv, 23: xxxii, I, 17: xxxv, I IO. 
et al.), foretold also of one who should I 
prepare the way before Him (xl, 1-5) 
See also Mal. iii. I. 
The same Gabriel 
who appeared to Daniel and told him 
of the kingdom told Zacharias that his j 
son would go before the Messiah in 
the spirit and power of Elijah (Luke i. 
17). 
This wonderful child of Zacha­ 
rias and Elizabeth was in the deserts 
till the day of his showing unto Israel, 
and at the appointed time the word of I 
God came unto him, and he went forth 
preaching the baptism of repentance 
for the remission of sins (Luke i, 80; 
iii, 2, 3k 
He was truly "the Lord’s 
messenger with the Lord’s message” 
(Hag. i, 13). and in Mal. iii, I, the Lord 
calls him “My messenger.” 
All that 
is required of a messenger is the faith­ 
ful delivery of the message, the one : 
sending the message being responsible ' 
for the results. 
What a comfort t o ! 
such a messenger are such words as 
these: ‘I will be with thy mouth and 
teach thee what thou shalt say.” “Be­ 
nld. I have put my words in thy 
mouth” (Ex. iv, 12; Jer, i, 9). 
The first word from Elijah is, “The 
Lord God of Israel Ii vet h. before whom i 
I stand” ll Kings xvii, I), and the an­ 
gel said. “I im Gabriel, that stand in 
the presence of God" (Luke i. 19). ; 
John went forth with a similar con- j 
sciousness, for he was filled with the 
rioly Spirit from his birth (Luke i, 13). 
How great is the need that men should 
repent, for God now coromandelh all 
men everywhere to repent because the 
day of judgment aud the Judge are ap­ 
pointed (Acts xvii, 30, 31). 
The woes 
that are coming on the earth and the 
vials of Ilis wrath are to the end that 
men may repent (Lev. ix, 20, 21; xvi, 9, 
ll). The kingdom was preached as be­ 
ing at hand by John and Jesus and the 
twelve and then seventy, and it was 
at hand aud would have then been set 
up if Israel had received her King, 
but they would not have Him and de­ 
termined to kill Him. and so He told 
them plainly before Ile was crucified 
that the kingdom would be postponed 
till His return (Luke xix, 11-13). 
The 
age of the mystery, or the time be­ 
tween His rejection and His return, is 
fast closing, the kingdom is again at 
hand, and it becomes us all who be­ 
lieve in Him t»> prepare the way of the 
Lord by preaching the gospel every­ 


where anil calling upon men to repent. 
i The things of this age should lie as un­ 
attractive to us as they were to John, 
and food and raiment should be wholly 
secondary. 
If we seek first the king­ 
dom these things are made sure to us 
(Matt, vi, 33t. and all believers should 
be “fellow laborers unto the kingdom” 


I (Col. iv, Iii 
As John magnified the 
Lord, told of His coming and kingdom 
and urged men to prepare for Him 
multitudes flocked to him and were 
baptized of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins, but no man ever spake more 
plainly to professed followers than 
John did to these. 
He told them that 
if their repentance was real they must 
prove it by works of righteousness 
which all could see. for unless there 
was good fruit there would most sure­ 
ly be the burning. 
He told them that 
his baptism with water was to be fol­ 
lowed by a baptism with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire from Him who 
would follow him and whose way he 
was preparing. 
Ile told them also of 
a harvest time when the husbandman 
would gather the wheat into His gar­ 
ner, but burn up the chaff with un­ 
quenchable tire. All who hear the gos­ 
pel and profess to believe it are either 
wheat or chaff, wheat or tares, and it 
will be for all either the kingdom or 
the everlasting fire (Matt, xxv, 34, 41, 
46). 
While those words just referred 
to have a special application to a spe- ! 
cia I judgment, there is a principle in 1 
them which applies to all believers aud 
unbelievers, 
in Matt, xiii, 40-43. our 
Lord Himself speaks of the righteous 
who will shine forth as the sun in the 
kingdom and the tares which will be 
burned in tho fire. 
It is awfully sol­ 
emn to bear Him say that in that day I 
Ile will have to say to some rare pro- I 
fessors; "I never knew you. 
Depart ; 
from Me, ye that work iniquity” (Matt, 
vii, 21-23). 
May we be faithful wit 
nesses, fruit bearing branches in the I 
True Vine.

The march of the children of Israel 
through the wilderness from Egypt to 
Ca na it n has ever been taken as a type 
and symbol of the Christian’s life in 
this world. 
The way to them was 
netv, and they needed a guide, and 
I "God furnished them with one in the 
pillar which was cloud by day and 
i tire by night. 
When and where it 
j traveled the people of God followed; 
when and where it rested they rested. 
Back of “the pillar of fire by night 
and the pillar of cloud by day” was, 
of course, God Himself, and hence it 
was really He who led them. 
They 
went through that period of life with 
; God, and so year by year we should 
I advance 
under 
God’s 
leading 
and 
guidance. 
Today we stand ui*on the 
threshold of another year, and we can 
have no better motto for the new year 
than “Through the year with God.” 
In the study of this incident in the 
journey of the Israelites we carl read­ 
ily see why we should go through this 
year aud through all years with God. 
But, preliminary, it may be well to 
notice the expression “with God.” 
The 
topic says that we should go w ith God, 
not God with us. 
We often speak of 
having God with us. 
It is far more 
important that we l>e w ith God. 
We 
may want to go many places where 
God will not go with us. but need 
never worry about going anywhere 
with God. 
“Where Ile leads me I 
will follow” should be our consecra­ 
tion. 
Of Enoch, one of the two trans­ 
lated patriarchs, it is saki. “Enoch I 
walked 
with 
God.” 
and 
not “God | 
walked with Enoch.” 
Therefore we! 
may well sing and pray while 
sing:, 


Oh, for a closer walk w ith God, 
A calm and heavenly frame. 
A light to shine upon the road 
T hat leads me to the Lamb! 


He is a divine guide. 
No human be­ 
ing knows where the pathway o f life 
may lead us in the year upon which 
we have entered. 
But God does. 
He 
alone is an infallible guide, and if we 
will but follow’ Him we cannot go 
wrong. 
It is true Ile does not place a 
visible pillar of cloud or tire liefore us, 
but He has given us His word, “as a 
lamp to our feet and a light to our 
path.” 
The Bible is our chart and 
compass over life's sea. 
Therefore 
“search tile Scriptures” and follow its 
commandments and you will be with 
God in the new year. 
Ask Him in 
prayer when in perplexity or doubt, 
and Ile will show you tho true way. 
Ask the Saviour to help you, 
.Comfort and strengthen and keep you. 
He is willing to aid you; 
He will carry you through.
